BASIC-ABSTRACT: 

Polycarbonate diol is prepd. by heating starting polycarbonate diol together with 
water. The polycarbonate diol is prepd. by heating a carbonate ester (e.g., dimethyl-, 
diethyl-, ethylene-, propylene- or diphenyl carbonate, etc.) with 2-10C linear or 
cyclic diol (e.g., 1,4-butane diol, 1,6-hexane diol, methyl pentane diol, cyclohexane 
dimethanol, etc.) to ester- interchange react and condensation polymerise to provide 
polycarbonate polyol having mol . wt . = 500-4000. 

100 pts. wt . polycarbonate diol is heated together with 0.01-5 pts. wt . water added 
directly to the polycarbonate diol or by blowing moistened N2 or air at 70-160 deg. C 
for 1-24 hr. 

USE/ ADVANTAGE - The process provides polycarbonate diol having controlled urethanating 
reactivity to facilitate the quality control and process control in applications using 
polyurethane . 
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
